THE FARM IX GKX13KAL. 


A XUMBKK OF SUGGESTIONS «TS MAT- 


TERS IX WHICH TUB FAKMKtt 


IS INTKKESTGU. 


The early lambs bring the best prices, 


but the early lamb iu market is not al- 
ways the one dropped in January or Feb- 
ruary. The lamb that comes later, aud 
is kept warm and well nourished, will 
soon overtake the earlier cms in growth 
if the conditions are less favorable for 
the early lamb. There is no business on 
the farm upon which so much depends 
on the farmer as that of raising early 
lambs for market. 


The farmer who grows large crops and 


does not make his farm richer every year 
is losing money, even if he derives a 
profit from the crops. 
It is not always 


necessary to buy manure or fertilizers to 
add to the fertility of the soil. Proper 
rotation of crops and the use of green 
manure, plowed under, will accompl'ah 
much. It may. however, at times be 
cheaper to purchase fertilizers, but, with 
a system of rotation, and the growing of 
clover, the cost of fertilizers will be re- 
duced. When the land becomes richer 
every year the value of the farm is in- 
creased correspondingly. 


To keep sheep properly some attention 


should be given the breed that is desired; 
that is, in its selection. If the pasture 
is of the best kind the breed should be of 
the large-growing 
individuals which 


reach heavy weights, and which are not 
expected to forage for their supply. If 
the herbage is scanty tbe breed should 
consist 
of 
more aclive 
individuals. 


The Southdown can be kept in larger 
flocks than the Oxfords, and they are 
capable of foraging moie, coming nearer 
to the merino in that respect. If heavy- 
lleece merinos are used the carcasses 
must not be expected to be large aud ot 
the beat quality. It is now known that 
a heavy fleece of line wool and a carcass 
of the best quality for mutton c<muot be 
produced on the same sheep. 


Good cows are more in demand now 


than for seveial }ears uast, aud the 
farmer who will keep his heifer calves 
that are well bred will get good prices 
for them in the future. 
A cow that is 


known to give three or four (|imrts ot 
milk more per day than the average is ill 
sell at an extra price, more than sull'uietit 
to pay the cost of raising her. 


The Missouri Experimental Station re- 


ports success in ictarding the opening of 
f ruit buds on peach trees by "whitening,'' 
the experiments extending over two 
years. It is done by spraying the trees 
with whitewash, the tlrst spraying being 
done about the last of December, with 
three subsequent sprayings to keep tlie 
trees thoroughly coated until spring. 
The whitewash was composed of four 
parts water, one part skimmed milk aud 
enough freshly slaked lime to make the 
mixture as thick a wash as could be 
pumped through a Boideaux mixture 
spray uoz/.le without clogging. The cos! 
is ten ceuts per tree. The whitened biuis 
remained dormant until April, while un- 
protected buls swelled during warm 
days late iu February and eaily in March. 
About SO per cent of the whitened lucls 
passed through the winter safely, while 
o;ily ^0 per cent, of the umvhiteued buds 
escaped winter killing. 


Young pastures should not be used for 


stock. The injury done by trampling oi 
stock is great and especially if the ground 
is damp. To secure a good pasture, one 
that will be permanent, the plants should 
be permitted to make as much growth as 
possible the first year, which will enable 
them to become lirmly established. 


Lime is necessary for animals as well 


as for the land, but lime salts exist in 
the food, predomiualng in some kinds 
more than in others. 
Corn aud wheat 


grains contain but a small pioportion ot 
lime, hence young animals, or clams that 
care to produce young, require othei 
foods than grain. Clover hay contains 
over twenty times as much lime as corn. 
while bran in also rich in mineral ele- 
ments. Leg weakness, slow growth and 
lack of vigor are frequently the result of 
foods containing but little lime. 


The Xew Jersey Experimental Station 


has made careful tests of corn silage and 
corn fodder for milk aud butter produc- 
tion, the results as given being that the 
cost of harvesting, storing aud preparing 
the dry matter contained iu coin wa;> 
greater in the form of silage than in the 
form of dried fodder; also th.it ihe 
changes occurring in the composition ot 
ensilage were not such as to decrease its 
feeding value iu a greater degree than 
those which occur in the process of cur- 
ing corn fodder. For milk and buHei 
the feeding value of the dry matter in si- 
lage waa greater than that oE dried fod- 
der corn. At one cent, per pound for the 
milk produced the value of the corn crop 
was ten dollars per acre greater th.ui 
when fed iu the farm of silage. 


A new article, known as peanut butter. 


is said to be on the market. U is made 
from the oil of ttte peanut, and has the 
flavor of the nut. Like all other pioducts 
of similar kind, the consumers must he 
educated to accept it. 
It is not injur- 


ious, and is considered beneficial to some, 
but it will not take the place of butter 
from cream very soon. 


Renew an old orchard by plowing iu 


the fall and applying a top dressing of 
barnyard manure, giving each tree about 
two big wagouloads. In fact, spread it 
over the eutire surface three or four 
inches deep, and you will be astonished 
at the results. Your trees will take on 
& new lease of life, make a good growth, 
with healthy dark greeu foliage in tlie 
place of the sickly light green of previous 
years. You will get large crops of ex- 
cellent fruit. The trouble with most old 
orchards is that they are hide-bound iu 
grass and starved to death for want of 
food. 
- 


From recent experiments it appears 


that a meadow will yield about four 
times as much feed in bulk if made into 
hay as it will if pastured. But, as it is 
well known that the young, tender grass 
of the often-cropped pasture is more nu- 
tritious than the older and tougher hay, 
it was found by a careful test that the 
advantage iu nutrients, digestibility and 
freedom from cost of harvesting, housing 
feeding of pastured fields, will nearly 
balance the greater yield ot hay fields, 
except on very high-priced lands. 


The first consider&tion in planting 


tree? about farm buildings is to shelter 
them from sun, wind and storm. 
The 


need of shade in summer is generally 
recognized, but too many planters over- 
look the equal necessity for evergreens 
to protect from winter winds, and to 
giva a little color to tbe monotony of the 
winter landscape. 
Evergreens produce 


an effect in ornamental planting not to 
be obtained in other way.

Kow that the trotting season is at an 


end as far as the country east of the 
Eockies is concerned, the attention of 
those interested in the sport of light har- 
ness racing will now be directed to the 
many important sales of trotting stock 
announced to be held during the present 
month and the beginning of December. 
These have assumed national importance 
by reason of the high class of many of 
the lots and the additional fact that they 
are drawn from the entire country. Cal- 
ifornia is to be well represented by a con- 
signment which includes some exception- 
ally high bred horses from Palo Alto. 
Some might assume that because Elec- 
tioneer is no longer represented by young 
stock Palo Alto is no longer the power 
that it once was, but although it is un- 
doubtedly the fact that we no longer 
look for the great majority of the young 
flyers to come from the Pacific coast, 
there are many of great merit bred 
there. During the present season Mrs. 
Stanford's ranch has been represented on 
the track by six performers and of these 
five have won first money. Tho excep- 
tion is the 9-year-old mare Helena, which 
reduced her record from 2.12} to 2 11-J- 
before she went wrong and was with- 
drawn. 
Of the others the bay mare 


Peko has jumped from 2 24 in 1896 to 
2 Hi, and has several races to her credit, 
besides a share of the money in a number 
oi. others. Pasoute, a green -i-year-old, 
is also a winner and has a mark of 2 13. 
She is by Palo Alto. Betonica, a 1-year- 
old pacing.colt, paced a fifth heat in 
2.UH at Los Angeles, and besides win- 
ning one race took second and fouith 
money in two others. This is a son pt 
Armoor, who was by Electioneer out of 
the thoroughbred mate Nadiue, by "Wild- 
idle. Another 3-year-old is the filly Nor- 
deati, by Norris, a son of Electioneer out 
the Electioneer mare Miss jSTatide. This 
closely inbred filly won the Occident 
stakes and also the Stanford stakes, be- 
sides taking first every time she started 
without being forced out better than 
2 2H. Anselor has the same record and 
is also a 3-year-old. lie likewise is an 
inbred Electioneer, being by Electricity 
out of Anselina by Ansel. The average 
of the whole six performers is 2 M, which 
says all that is necessary to show that 
Palo Alto is still a potent factor in pro- 
ducing speed. 


The Palo AHo 
consignment was 


sent to Cleveland for disposal at the 
Fasig sale, which began on November 10 
and lasted four days. There are all told 
twenty-four head from the place of the 
"talltrees,"besides the Oakwood Farm's 
eight and the great California campaign- 
er, Jasper Ayers, a 5-year-old with a 
record of 2.lit, with three others with 
low records. Ten of the Palo Alto's are 
by Dexter Prince, and the bire Palo Alto 
has also one or two descendants, while 
from Beautiful Bells there is a yearling 
filly, Vesper Bells. 


Pollowing the Cleveland sale comes 


that al Hew York, which lasts for two 
weeks, from Xovember 22 to L)?cember 
4. This is probably the greatest sale of 
trotting stock ever brought together, 
judging from the list already made up. 
C. W. Williams will send on from Gales- 
burg twenty-five of the get of Allertou, 
and when the claims ofc that sire are con- 
sidered these lots should bring excep- 
tional prices. Allerton is to-day the 
greatest sire of speed that we have ever 
had. 
He has thirteen 2 30 performers 


this season, which outranks all compet- 
ing sires, besides which he has for three 
years ranked as the leading sire for his 
age that the recoid.s can show. With 
but a few additional years of usefulness 
at the stud, and Allerton is still young, 
he promises to found as distinct a family 
for himself as have G-eorge Wilkes or 
Electioneer as sous of Ilambletonian. 
So far we can only speak of him individ- 
ually, but there is no reason to doubt the 
ability of the Allertou blood to breed on 
and perpetuate the fame of the starter. 


In the matter of record performers to 


be sold at 3srew York, the list does not 
depend on a few great horses to attract 
breeders, but on the number as well as 
the individual speed. The only fear is 
that with so much in that line there may 
be a break in prices. From Village 
Farm, for instance, will come Athanio, 
2 10; Bright Regent, 2 OBt; The Monk, 
2.06-t; Passing Belle, 2 OS'r ; 
Merry 


Chimes, 2 08i; Mocking Boy, 2 OS}, with 
forty others from Hamlin & Son's estab- 
lishment. This is only a fraction of 
what is to pass under the hammer on 
that occasion, for already there are forty 
on the list with records better than 2 15. 
Extending the number to include those 
with records batter than 225, there are 
more than one hundred, so that the only 
drawback to big prices for fast perform- 
ers is the number for sale and the possi- 
ble satisfying of'the demand for such 
horses without getting purchasers for the 
entire number. 


The trotting men of jSTew England are 


now having the same trouble which those 
of !N"ew York had up to last year, and 
which the Pennsylvaniaus and New Jer- 
seymen have on hand. The anti-pool 
selling law was enforcedduring the meet- 
ing of the New England Breeders at 
Eeadville, which was by far the most 
meritorious of all the many fixtures held 
near Boston and farther East. The re- 
sult was a loss of $10,000 and a clouded 
future for the best inteiests of the breed- 
ing farms of that section. Other meet- 
ings of a money-making character were 
allowed to go on, and this one selected 
upon which to enforce the dormant law. 
It may be said that those who suffered 
could best stand the loss, but the point 
is that such prominent improvers of the 
harness horse as Messrs. John B. Thayer, 
J. Malcom Forbes, William Kusael Al- 
len, Hon. F. C. Saylesand others of little 
less prominence are the very kind that 
should be encouraged to continue in the 
work ot improving the trotting horse. 
It was through their taking hold that 
trotting horse breeding assumed the im- 
portance it has in the last few years iu 
Massachusetts and caused the fine track 
at Eeadville to be built for the use of the 
Association. That the officials will feel 
warranted in holding another meeting is 
more than doubtful, and Massachusetts 
breeding farms will sufferin consequence.

THE cost of feeding a cow wr-ighiug 


1,000 pounds one day varies in different 
sections of tbe country, and according 
to the kind of food allowed. In Wiscon- 
sin food consisting of 32 pounds corn en- 
ailage, 10 of clover and 5 of bran, or 15 
of hay, 5 of corn fodder, fi of bran, and 
loot gluten meal, made the cost ia either 
case amount lo 101 ceuts. In Iowa 8 
pounds of corn, 8 of: oats and 15 of clover 
hay made the cost 8 ceuts per day. Iu 
Minnesota the coat was 5 cents pet1 day 
for IS pounds of clovei bay, 10 of beets, 
10 of bran and 4 of shorts, or 14 pounds 
of prairie hay 10 of bran and 4 of shorts. 
In Nebraska the cost was 4 cents for 10 
pounds of alfalfa.
